Kevin Lott used excessive force and made a
fal se statenent to COPA

The Chi ef Adm ni strator
reconmmended sustaining these allegations and
di scharging the officer fromthe Chicago Police
Departnent. The Superintendent recomended
classifying these allegations as Unfounded.

After reviewing this matter, |
find the Superintendent net the burden of
overcomi ng the Chief Admnistrator's
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recommendati on for discipline. Therefore,
according to the Muinici pal Code of Chicago, the
Superi ntendent's reconmendation will be
I mpl emrent ed.
